VISION in shimmering white, 
the lovely girl moved down 
the staircase. Her movements 
seemed timed to the lilt of the or- 
chestra, her golden hair gleamed in 
the jight of the great chandeliers. 
lancers slowed. Heads turned. 
Kyes above fans and eyes behind 
monocles watched her approach. 

Lady Diana Manners was 21 years 
old, and in 1914 many people in Eng 
land were eager to turn their backs 
to the prospect of war and gaze upon 
her instead. 

One man appeared especially en- 
raptured. Count Manuel! Antonio Lu 
varraga of Spain was 38, single and 
‘ wealthy. The look which he be- 
stowed upon Lady Diana at that 
moment must surely have ranked 
with that of Romeo when the lover 
sighed, “It is my lady: O, it is my 
love! ©. that she knew she were!” 

For others at the ball, the raptur- 
ous moment passed. 

For the dazed Count, that moment 
of wonder was never to end in this 
life. It was a moment destined to 
become 32 devoted years, a moment 
worth at least $200,000. 

That is the sum willed recently to 
Lady Diana by her life-long admirer. 
As London and Continental! barristers 
move to transfer the estate. there 
now emerges one of the most curious 
love stories of modern times. 

Count Luzarraga died in Genéva, 
Switzerland, in February, 1946, at the 
age of 70. But it was not until a 
short time ago that his will was 
probated in London. It revealed that 
he had left his English estate valued 
at upwards of 25,000 pounds ‘$100.- 
000) to the object of his adoration 
who is now Lady Diana Duff-Cooper. 

Also, he left to her “whatever |! 
may possess at the Banque Cantonale 
Vaudoise, Lausanne.” It is estimated 
that a similar amount reposes there. 

The announcement sent foreign 
society and news’ reporters delving 
into dusty records. They found an 
appealing story of worship from afar. 

While the smiling Diana danced 
away that night in 1914, the stunned 
Count seemingiv was already too far 
gone to effect an introduction. Since 
he was a punctilious Spaniard of the 
traditional grandee type, he could not 
otherwise speak .to her. He toasted 
her from his lonely corner. 

‘The next day. Lady Diana received 
a gorgeous basket of flowers. In it 
was a&.warm but unsigned note. 

Lady Diana, daughter of the Duke

and Duchess of Rutland, was already 
famous as the loveliest girl in Britain. 
She had accepted several parts on 
the stage and her admirers were 
legion. The flowers and anonymous 
notes were merely part of a fragrant 
flood. 

In 1919, Diana married handsome 
Alfred Duff-Cooper, a captain of the 
(;renadier Guards. destined to become 
a cabinet member and present British 
Ambassador to: France. 

Philosophically, her other suitors 


ceased their floral and written atten-, 


tions. But Count Luzarraga was 
Stung to frantic activity. Flowers ar- 
rived in relays. Now he signed his’ 
notes. 4The newlyweds returned all. 

After three more years of homage, 
Lady Diana spoke to the police. 

A representative of Scotland Yard 
calied upon Count Luzarraga at his 
hotel. He suggested that it was 
slightly irregular to pay such suit 
to a married woman. 

Count Luzarraga had never been 
fiery. Now, in his mid-forties, ‘his 
mustache was beginning to droop 
with his shoulders. But something of 
the old light came to his eyes as he 
gazed out the window apgd told his 
visitor: 

“] admire this lady, for she is so 
beautiful I have known her, at a 
istance,. for many vears. But let us 
sa¥ that it is not love that I have 
for her——just high esteem. 

“As for my letters, I can only say 
that they are couched in the most 
discreet language. [| merely want to 
express my admiration of her beauty, 
and my esteem for her wonderful 
character. To talk of mere love under 
such conditions is to belittle me and 
my intentions.” 

Though there were no grounds for 
expulsion of the Count from the 
country. he was persuaded to take 
a vear’s holiday abroad. 

Lady Diana undertook more stage 
roles and in 1924 toured the United 
States as the Madonna in Reinhardt’s 
production of “The Miracle.” 

An occasional note and flowers 
again began to arrive at her door 
from Count Luzarraga. Now she ap- 
parently sighed in resignation, sent 
the flowers on to hospitals and 
ignored the notes 

One thrilling moment still _ re- 
mained for the devoted nobleman. On 
a sunny afternoon in 1932, the Count 
and Lady Diana came face to face 
outside a London jewelry shop. 

Sweeping off his hat with a lew 
bow, the Count offered to take her 
into the shop and buy her anything

ILLIAM COPELAND RHINE 
LANDER was a*gay young 
blade. 

It was his pleasure to pounce 
upon his mother’s housemaids and 
snatch kisses. 

Once he tried 
in one afternoon. 

He broke the tortoise shell comb 
worn by one and startled another into 
shattering a cut-glass pitcher. They 
ran down the hall, weeping. 

The third was named Maggie Mc- 
G;inness, and she had spunk. 

Her dress torn, she stood her 
ground, mincing no words as she 
gave him a piece of her mind. Then 
she saw to it that he paid for the 
comb and the pitcher—and bought 
her a new dress. 

later on, after they got to know 


to kiss three, all 


liam Copeland were divorced. There 
were rumors that the -divorce was 
part of an effort at family reconcilia- 
tion. A few years later Maggie 
created a scene in an apartment build- 
ing and was placed in a sanatorium. 

In 1897 William Copeland married 
Juliette Kathleen Mailer, a waitress 
in a quick lunch room. If there had 
been any chance of reconciliation, that 
ended it. 

Apparently the Rhinelanders con- 
sidered that keeping William Cope- 
land out of the family’s presence 
wasn't enough, after the second mar- 
riage. The allowance, by now $5,000 
a year, would be continued, the fam- 
ily lawyer said, only on condition that 
William Copeland shun Manhattan. 

William Copeland and _= Juliette 
roamed around Canada, moved to 
Brooklyn, finally .to Schenectady, 
N. Y. There, in 1914, paralyzed and 
blind, he said that he forgave his 
father, and had no regrets. He added: 

“I’d do it all over again for the 
woman I loved. What is life without 
love? But if you prefer pponey, 
don’t marry as I did.” 

Not long afterward he died. Juli- 


ette was still with him. 

Throughout the decades_ since 
William Copeland had wounded 
Rhinelander pride by marrying Mag: 
gie, the only member of the family 
to have sympathized with him was his 
brother Philip, the father of Kip. 

Nothing much is known of William 
Christopher Rhinelander’s early his- 
tory. After his father died, the $5,000 
a year went to him. 

In 1906, less headstrong than his 
father, he notified his uncles when 
he was about to marry Estelle Lynch. 
She was invited to meet the family. 
Everything went well at the meeting, 
she said not long ago. ; 

Philip took the young couple out 
to dinner, dined at their home and 
even washed the dishes, according to 
Fstelle. Other Rhinelanders, however, 
made no overtures. 

In the late "20s William Chris- 
topher and Estelle were separated. 

Uncle Philip made Estelle and her 
two children an allowance of $175 a 
month after the separation. 

When Kip Rhinelander first met 
Alice Jones, he was going to a special 
school for “unusual” children. His 


had been burned to. death 
while preparing for dinner in the 
Rhinelander home. The shock of this 
tragedy was considered to have re- 
tarded his development in some ways. 

He was 22 when he and Alice 
were married in 1924. 

A year later Kip sued Alice, un- 
successfully, for annulment. The trial 
was one of the most sensational! on 
record. Letters were read in court 
that could not be printed. 

He hid, to prevent further notori- 
ety, for four years. Meanwhile Alice 
had sued his father for $500,000 
charging alienation of Kip’s atfttfee. 
tions. She withdrew the suit when, 
in 1929, Kip got a Reno divorce in 
exchange for $31,500 and S300 a 
month to Alice. 

Kip rejoined his father and they 
lived alone together, as inconspicu- 
ously as possible, in Long Beach, L.. 1 
They rarely made the short trip to 
New York City, and wore dark 
glasses when they did. 

Kip died, at 34, in 1936, leaving 
all he had, less than $10,000, to his 
father, who said: 

“Kip was a great comfort to me.

each other better, considerably better, 
she married him. 

His fabulously wealthy relatives 
never forgave him and he went down 
in family history as founder of the 
“outcast” branch of the clan. 

His father cut him off from any 
part of the $50,000,000 estate. His 
maiden aunt struck his name from 
her will bequeathing $1,000,000 to 
nieces and nephews. His grandfathe: 
revoked his share of a _ $1,000,000 
legacy. All he had left was his name. 

In 1876 the name of Rhinelande 
carried weight in New York City, and 
still does. But it wasn’t much help 
to William Copeland Rhinelande: 

Nor was it ever much help to his 
son, William Christopher’ Rhine- 
lander, who died recently in an un.- 
pretentious New York lodging house, 
leaving an estate of $3,000—and thus 
recalling his father’s unfortunate 
marriage, as well as the unfortunate 
marriage of his cousin, Leonard Kip 
Rhinelander, to mulatto Alice Bea 
trice Jones. 

The first of the Rhinelanders in 
this-country Philip Jacob came 
from Oberwessel-am-Rhine in Ge 
many His descendants like the 
Astors and the Goelets put their 
faith in New York real éstate and 
built up a huge fortune. 

Acknowledged leaders in society, 
their conduct had been exemplary 
until 21l-vear-old William Copeland, 
just graduated from Columbia Uni 
versity and about to take up the 
study of law, set a new pattern by 
eloping with Maggie McGinness.

HE Bible story of Joshua’s legions 

breaking down the walis of Jeri- 

cho with trumpet blasts has a 
modern counterpart in a new idea by 
which science hopes to capture the 
“capital of the atomic universe.”’ 

The nucleus, the central citadel, 
of the atom is the “Jericho of the 
Universe,” around which are fortifi- 
cations that conceal stupendous forces 
and amazing substance. 

It's so small that if 20 million 
million were lined in.a single row 
they would make only one inch. 

Equally staggering is the binding 
force which keeps together the par- 
ticles of this substance—-the protons, 


charged with positive electricity, and 
uncharged 
“If a piano wire

with the same force,” says Dr. 
Charles A. Thomas, of the Monsanto 
Chemical Company, St. Louis, “it 
could hold the entire pre-war- United 
States Navy dangling from its end.” 

If this mysterious atomic “plano 
wire” snapped, the substance of the 
atom might turn completely inta 
energy. According to Prof. Albert 
Einstein’s law, the energy produced 
by the conversion of a single drop 
of water would be sufficient to sup- 
ply 200 horsepower for a whole year, 
or the electrical power which New 
York City uses each 24 hours. 

All development of atomic energy 
today depends upon having enough 
neutrons to shoot at uranium. 

But, as Dr. Robert A. Millikan, of 
Pasadena’s California Institute. of 
Technology, says, in his new book, 
“Electrons, Protons, Photons, Neu- 
trons, Mesotrons and Cosmic Rays” 
(University of Chicago Press): “Ura- 
nium, while not so rare as gold, is 
exceedingly rare in comparison with 
any of the abundant, cheap and in- 
exhaustible el®ments.”’ 

Uranium is less than one part in 
each 320,000 parts of the earth’s crust.

great age of atomic 
energy-powered facto- 
ries, ships, rockets is 
coming. But ‘already 
the leading atomic 
scientists are seeking 
ways of obtaining 
atomic energy from common atoms. 

In the sun atomic energy is lib- 
erated, providing for all the solar 
heat and light, through the building 
up, not splitting of atoms. 

Hydroger atoms, in the sun or any 


star, coalesce into helium 
atoms—-four of the for- 
mer make one of the lat- 
ter. In this atom build- 
ing a little of the atomic 
substance--just 3 parts 
in 400 parts—-is changed 
into energy. 

Why can’t we do this, 
change hydrogen into he- 
lium? . 

In the sun’s center, where such 
atom building, goes on by a chain 
reaction, a self-perpetuating process, 
there are temperatures of 45,000,000 
degrees Fahrenheit, and pressures 
about 160 billion times as great as 
our atmospheric pressure at sea level. 

On a small scale, and at a pro- 
hibitively -high cost, man can now 
build up light atoms into heavier 
atoms. He can, even today, annihi- 
late afoms, but at great costs. The 
problem now is: how can ordinary 
atoms be annihilated or united by a 
self-sustaining process, or in some 
other inexpensive way? 

One way to learn the answer is to 
produce mesotrons in laboratories 
and shoot them at atoms. 

Mesotrons, also called mesons, are

subatomic particles, some 200: times 
heavier than electrons. - They are 
formed in the atmosphere when cos 
mic ray bullets, such as: the cores of 
hydrogen atoms of tremendous enc! 
gies, coming from the celestial space, 
collide with the atoms of air 

According to a leading scientific 
theory, the mesotrons are inside the 
atom’s nucleus, where their job ts to 
keep the atom together. 

Seientists want to know whethe: 
by blasting the atom with man-made 
mesotrons the atom’s own mesotrons 
could be spilled out. This would set 
free, practically, all the atomic en 
ergy. If some free mesotrons, com 
ing out in such an explosion, blew 
up other atoms, a chain of atomic 
energy liberation would be set up 

As yet no such mesotron-caused 
atomic explosions have been observed 
in cosmic ray studies. But they might 
occur when there is abundance of 
laboratory-made mesotrons for shoot 
ing at atomic hearts. 

The mesotron bombardment 
might cause “resonance” within the 
attacked atoms, which would be the 
kind of effect involved in the Biblical 
story of Jericho. Whenever two vi 
brating systems “tune together,” tre 
mendous upheavals can oceul 
bridges fall by tramping of marching 
soldiers, and by certain oscillations 
set up by wihds. 

The walls of Jericho were flat 
tened, according to a “scientific’’ in 
terpretation, by the tramping of sol 
diers’ feet and sound blasts 

The vibrations of the mesotron 
bullets will be the same as the fre 
quencies of the mesotrons within the 
atom. So mesotron shooting would 
cause a tremendous .increase in the 
activity of the atom’s inner meso 
trons. Thus the atom would be 
Shaken apart in a somewhat similar 
fashion to the way that the walls of 
Jericho were shaken dawn by sympa 
thetic oscillations. 

Scientists hope that their new ma 
chines, now being designed, and some 
already completed super-cyclotrons, 
betatrons, synchrotrons, linear acce! 
erators and atomic piles—will 
ate particles of 300 to 400 
volts, which would be mesotrons, and 
others of one to three billion electron 
volts, which would be man-made pro 
tons and neutrons—-the components 
of the atom. 

At the General Electric Labora- 
tory, Schenectady, a 70-million volt 
synchrotron is already in action, prov- 
ing that such machines can be su 
cessfully operated to produce elec- 
trons of much higher energies.

Chuck Luckman’s concern for the 
little guy is genuine because it isn't 
so long ago when he was a little guy 
himself. sorn in Kansas City, on 
May 16, 1909, he began eontributing 
to the family income at the age of 
nine.

Never did he dream that 15 years 
later he would be handling $200,000, 
000 in annual sales, $12,000,000 in net 
profits, and $300,000 in salary checks 
made out to himself as president of 
a giant soap, shortening, toothpaste, 
and tea company. 

Meanwhile, he had married an at 
tractive co-ed from the University ol 
Illinois, the former Miss Harriet Mc 
Elroy, the girl who was to become 
mother of his three sons. 

Within three and one-half years, 
he was manager of Colgate's six-state 
office at Cincinnati, Ohio. His ability 
attracted the attention of Albert Las 
ker and Kenneth Smith, owners: of 
Pepsodent. 

Consequently, they made Luck 
man sales manager. Pepsodent tooth. 
paste was good, everyone agreed, but 
it was turning up on an increasing 
number of drugstore counters as a 
“loss leader,” and the National Retail 
Druggists’ Association was on the 
verge of boycotting it. 

Luckman went to a national drug 
gists’ convention and persuaded them 
to call off the hounds. He donated 
$25,000 to open a fund to establish 
fair trade practices. _As a result, two 
years later fair trade practice was 
enacted into federal law. 

He was promoted rapidly. In 1943 
Luckman became president of Pepso 
dent, and about two and one-half 
years ago, when Lever’ Brothers 
bought out Pepsodent, he went along 
with the deal. 

Chuck Luckman arrives at his 
office every day at 8:30; oftentimes 
working straight through tunch hou: 
and remaining on the job until8 P.M 
He grinds away many a Saturday 
and Sunday, too. 

Luckman spends two or three 
weeks a year at his large ranch in 
California, ““The Lucky ’5,” named for 
his wife, three sons and himself. The 
ranch is in the Laguna Mountains, 
100 miles outside of Los Angeles, 
near the town of Julian.

MALLPOX is a scourge so con- 

tagious and deadly that when- 

ever word goes out, “Smallpox 
death in town!” a whole city catches 
its breath. 

That word went out in New York 
this spring. In that great metropolis. 
where for a generation vaccination 
had stamped out the blight and lifted 
life expectancy, smallpox struck. 

The appalling threat of an epi- 
demic arose, and grew. An epidemic 
there, officials knew, might mean a 
country-wide pandemic. 

The way the crisis developed, and 
the way it was met, will be recorded 
in public health annals long afte: 
our time. It will shine. | 

The story begins in a bus station 
in Mexico City, with overtones of 
drama even at the start 

To the bus Station, on February 
25, went ae taciturn, middle-aged 
couple, Fugene La Bar, a Mexican 
importer, and Helen La Bar, his wife. 
[t was early morning, and before & 
o'clock they boarded a big trans- 
continental bus, bound north. They 
didn’t speak to other passengers, and 
they didn’t speak much to each other. 

At 8 o'clock the bus pulled out. 
‘There was some general chatter and 
nearly everyone seemed in a good 
mood. Mr. and Mrs. La Bar kept to 
themselves. 

The course was north, and east, 
for hours and for days, with here and 
there stops for food, stops at comfort 
stations, but so far as the La Bars 
were concerned no stop for an over- 
night hotel, for they slept on the bus. 

At Monterrey, Mexico, they 
alighted and dined; again at Laredo, 
‘Texas; also at a roadside diner be- 
tween Laredo and Dallas. 

At Dallas there was a brief stop, 
but no food, and the bus hurtied on. 
Still the La Bars kept to themselves; 
they weren't mysterious, the others 
said later, merely uncommunicative. 

No one knew why they were. going 
north, and no one, of course, knew 
that incubating in the dark, silent 
person of the Mexican importer was 
a menace not only to his own life but 
possibly te the lives of multitudes. 

At St. Louis, all got out for food, 
at Cincinnati they stopped but didn't 
eat; Pittsburgh was a food stop. 
‘Then,: again, the bus plunged on, and 
New York lay ahead. 

Some passengers, during the trip, 
alighted and disappeared, nameless, 
forever. The bus took on other pas. 
sengers on the way. Here and there, 
someone wanted to_ board, and, ticket- 
less, couldn't. 

One eager young woman on the 
last lap, stood waiting at the roadside, 
hoping for a short haul. The bus 
swept by her. Some force she'll neve 
know about saved her from a ride, 
perhaps beside stricken, doomed 
Eugene La Bar. 

For four days, the bus 
northward, and on the last day, La 
Bar, shaken and fevered, took one 
medicine and another. He didn't know 
what for. He knew he was sick. 

Suddenly, the bus seat was his 
world. Pven his silent wife was alien. 
He bowed his head and drew in his 
shoulders. All through him, a dull 
fire smoldered. 

In Mexico City, he had_ started 
obscurely, a little importer § going 
north. Now, although he was. un.- 
aware, ~he had a mission. He was 
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Smallpox, one of the deadliest 
of all communicable diseases, was 
stamped out by vaccination so long 
ago that many modern doctors, 
without experience in handling its 
victims, fail to detect its onset 
trom the symptoms. 

Chills, high fever, backache and 
headache mark the beginning of 
smallpox, as they do many other 
diseases. 

From the second to 
day, eruptions appear: 
and usually conical: then navel- 
shaped and holding fluid; finally 
postuies which drop off, leaving 
scars. 

Incubation from 
posure varies from 5 to 31 days, 
but usually 14 to 21 days. There 
is mo treatment, but vaccination is, 
practically, a sure preventative. 
New York's millions learned that 
thé new vaccine was painless and 
tast—not the bloodthirsty opera- 
tion of earlier days.

Before dawn, Eugene La Bar was 
taken by ambulance, to the Willard 
Parker Hospital for Communicable 
Diseases. Mrs. La Bar was called in 

“When were vaccinated?” 

“Asa child. 

She was vaccinated again 

“What hotel have you been stop 
ping at?” She named it. The Health 
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Department was told. Mayor Willkam 
O’Dwyer was told. The public health 
forces of the greatest city began to 
go into action. Every employe, and 
guest, at that hotel, who hadn't recent- 
ly been vaccinated, received vaccine. 

March 10, the 15th day of this 
story, La Bar died of smallpox. 

‘An autopsy was performed; the 
finding was that La Bar died from 
“hemorrhagic bronchitis,” typical in 
smalipox. He was cremated. The 
health men moved back along his 
trail. Bus riders were traced and vac. 
Cinated. Patients in the hospitals 
where he had been confined were 
watched. Then the dreaded next blow 
fell. The second smallpox case. 

A fellow hospital patient in the 
Bellevue ward with La Bar was 
stricken. Then his wife, who had 
visited him-——-Mrs. Carmen Acosta, 26, 
an expectant mother—fell ill, and 
hers was the second death——after the 
baby was born. 

New York's Mavor O'Dwyer and 
its Health Commissioner, Dr. Israe! 
Weinstein, an- authority on viruses, 
took action on the theo: y that a city 
had to be saved 

“Almost all adults have not been 
vaccinated since they were children, 
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and the vaccine can’t be 
usually more than a few years,” 
Commissioner said. “We're at 
mercy of this, and perhaps 
country.” 

“Use every resource,” 
O'Dwyer. 

The Board of Health, composed of 
eminent physicians, called on drug 
manufacturers to rush to New York 
every available dose of vaccine. 

The Mayor called in the Commis 
sioners of Fire, Hospitals, Police. 

“Open the police stations for 
vaccinations,” he said. “Open the fire 
houses and the health centers. Cal! 
on the private hospitals to help and 
the private physicians.” 

The Army and Navy sped vaccine 
by plane. So did the United States 
Public Health Service. Drug stores 
stocked up. Private physicians took 
care of their own patients. 

Mayor O'Dwyer summoned repre 
sentatives of the seven largest vaccine 
makers to his office. 

“New York demands seven million 
doses of Smallpox vaccine at once.” 
he said. | 

“I want no stalling. I have an or- 
der from the United States Public 
Health Service to move vaccine here 
Here are seven telephones 
I want each of you to start getting us 
the answers at once.”

As Told by a Veteran Film Sleuth 

HE plaintiff wanted $100,000. His back had 

been injured in an accident and he said he 

was disabled for life. He had a kindly, honest 
face, a straightforward manner, a doctor's cer- 
tificate attesting total disability and a smart 
lawyer. His case looked like a cinch until the 
courtroom was darkened and the jurors watched 
a movie film I had taken. Then they returned a 
verdict for the insurance company. 

That’s my business——detecting false insurance 
claims. I've been doing it for 18 years. 

When I got the goods on the man who wanted 
$100,000 for a minor and temporary injury, the 
trial was only three days away. The insurance 
company, Suspecting that he was a phony, had 
mit me on the case on December 1. It was in 
upper New York State and the weather was 
hitter. For 29 days my assistant and I watched 
his home, a modest white bungalow perched on 
a hillside in a three-acre plot. 

We had inserted a short piece of 5-inch pipe 
through a stone wall near the house to provide 
a permanent peekhole and to allow for free move- 
ment of the telescopic lens on my movie camera. 

Twice we had seen the claimant hobbling on 
crutches, mighty convincingly, but on the morn- 
ing of December 30 he walked boldly jo the barn, 
reappeared with a saw, shovel and pick and tossed 
them on the ground near a dead tree. 

Hie was completely at ease, apparently believ- 
ing that with the trial so near there was no fear 
of being spied upon. He worked busily all after- 
noon and I was just as busy recording the evi- 
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dence on the film that was to be his undoing. 


Feigned back injuries seem to be favored be- 
cause they are hard to diagnose and even harder 
to disprove. I remember the case of a man who 
claimed he couldn’t walk because of an injury. 
He had a curious way of scooting along on the 
floor or ground in a sitting position, using his 
heels and hands for locomotion. 

The insurance company, rented the house next 
to his and I pretended .. Was a handyman recon- 
ditioning the property. I kept my camera on 
the porch behind an ivy trellis but all I got was 
pictures of the supposed cripple weeding his lawn 
in his accustomed cramped posture. I noticed, 
though, that he had an unusually attentive eve 
for all attractive women who passed, so I hired 
a pretty blonde and told her what to do 

The next morning, as he weeded, the blonde 
strolled by. As she passed the house she tripped 
and fell, then lay on the sidewalk moaning and 
clutching her ankle. My quarry jumped to his 
feet, helped her up, steadied her while she rubbed 
her knee and stood watching as she limped down 
the street. Then, remembering his act, he dropped 
to the lawn. He was laughed out of court 

sometimes this sort of work gets me into 
tight places My closest call was while I was 
parked in the rear of a chartered moving van 
with my camera lens protruding through a crack 
and focusing on a man only 20 feet away. who 
had momentarily forgotten to be a cripple. When 
the camera started clicking he realized immedi 
ately what was happening. He pulled a gun and 
fired five shots through the truck before the 
driver sped around a corner. 

On another occasion I stood on the street at 
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the top of a long flight of steps and photographed 
a claimant as he climbed them nimbly. As he 
neared the top I jumped into a car and raced away. 

I wasn’t frightened then but I was when |] 
developed the film. It had caught my friend 
looking at the camera as he approached and -you 
could see the flash of understanding and his rage 
as he yanked a knife from his pocket, bounded 
up the last few steps and let it fly just as the 
picture ended. I had been so excited myself that 
I had failed to observe his fury. 

Occasionally my work embarrasses me as well 
as those I catch off guard, A doctor in a Mid 
west town claimed he had a permanent stiff neck 
as the result of a car collision. I hired a boy to 
explode a large firecracker under a tin can as 
the doctor passed Mly camera, hidden hehind 
some bushes, caught him with his head thrown 
back, watching the can in the air. 

Years later I told the story ata dinne: party. 
A man sitting across the table glared and said. 
“I’m the man you photographed.” 

Sometimes I find myself indignant at the 
claimant or feelin? sorry for him. Once I sat 
for a week and watched 
a farmer limp slowly across his place on crutches 

Finally I climbed out of the tree and walked 
over to the farmhouse for a drink of water. The 
farmer thought I was an electrician working on 
a near-by power line. We sat and talked. and 
he told me all about his accident and how it had 
crippled him. I was happy to turn in a favorable 
report. The claim was paid without further 
argument and the money provided surgical treat- 
ment which eventually enabled my genial host 
to discard his crutches.

»AM, a farmhand, employed in 
Deckerstown, N. J., was seeking 
only happiness for himself on 

Christmas Eve, 1863, when he eloped 
on horseback to Trenton, with his 
girl Sally, but en route, he discovered 
the most remarkable mare that ever 
munched a mouthful of oats. Her 
name is recorded on the equine honor 
roll as Goldsmith Maid 

Harness-racing fans of this age 
will hardly believe that Goldsmith 
Maid is outranked as a money-winner 
by only. eight horses, all of them 
thoroughbreds, who earned their pile 
in this Golden Age of the Turf, where- 
as The Maid was a trotter who raced 
for chicken feed, back in the Recon- 
struction Era. 

(;oldsmith Maid was a farm horse 
until she was six. She raced only once 
up to her eighth year. She turned in 
her fastest mile at the age of 19. For 
seven years ruled the trotting 
world as champion. At the age of 20 
when trofted her-last race, she 
Still enough speed left io Win 
exerting herself. 

erave in the Fashion 
Trenton, N. J., is a mark- 
er reading “Here lies Goldsmith 
Maid, Queen of ‘Trotters for seven 
years. Born in Sussex County, 1857, 
died hére Sept. 23, 1885. Best record, 
2:14, made at Boston in 1876. Earned 
$364,200, the world’s record (Ed. note 

It. remained so for All classes of 
horses until Sun Beau broke it in 
1931). Driven by Budd Doble. Owned 
by Henry N. Smith.” 

Goldsmith Maid’s 
mapped out the day 
Deckerstown farmer, saw a mare 
drawing the cart of an itinerant hat 
peddier named J. Vermerule. The 
animal caught Decker's fancy and he 
houcht her for STOO. 

Decker bred the mare to 
der’'s Abdalah and named the result- 
ing foal, ‘The Maid. From the start, 
she was a wild little creature, shying 
away from everyone on the Decker 
farm but Sam, the chore boy. Decker 
had hopes of breaking his spirited 
filly to harness but gave it up in 
despair after the little madcap had 
kicked the slats out of a half dozen 
buggies. ‘Thereafter, he let the un- 
tamed creature run wild on the farm. 

The Maid m'c*.: have become an 
Old Maid on the Decker farm had not 
tender sentiment overpowered Sam 
on Christmas Eve, 1863. Hepping on 
The Maid’s bare back and restraining 
her only with a rope halter, he set 
out for the neighboring farm where 
Sally labored in the scullery. 

A low whistle brought Sally to her 
window and a whispered command 
from her Romeo did the rest. In a 
jiffy, Sally was clinging for dear life 
to Sam’s middie as The Maid galloped 
over the frozen country roads to Tren- 
ton where a preacher was roused from 
his comfortable feather bed. 

Then The Maid served as a non- 
stop honeymoon express back to 
Deckerstown where Sam broke two 
pieces of news. He announced his 
marriage to Sally and told his em 
ployer that The Maid was the fastest 
horse he had ever encountered 

Decker was unimpressed, but Sam 
himself won the wherewithal! for 
Sally’s bridal wardrobe by engacing 
in races for side wagers, with The 
Maid, on the country roads around 
Deckerstown, after working hours. 
Word of her speed spread around the 
countryside and soon Sam's profitable 
sideline was abolished when Mr. Deck 
er sold The Maid to his nephew, John 
H. Decker, for $350. 

Young Decker had hopes of break. 
ing The Maid to harness but gave up 
after the third buggy had been kicked 
into kindling wood by the wild mare. 
and was giad to unload her on Jersey 
Bill Thompson for $460. 

Jersey Bill trained 
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swore the horse didn’t live that he 
couldn't break. The Maid almost 
broke Jersey Bil) before he succeeded 
in making good his boast. He entered 
The Maid in a trotting race at a 
country fair and had the satisfaction 
of seeing her win it. Unfortunately, 
no record exists of this first victory. 

Then Thompson heard that a trot 
ting man named Alden Goldsmith of 
Washingtonville, N. Y.. near New- 
burgh, was in the market for a fast 
stepper. He and his partner, Billy 
Bodine, hitched The Maid up to an 
old buggy and drove off to “York 
State” with her

At the age of 28 Goldsmith Maid 
caught pneumonia and died.

Referring to the fact that Thaw played bridge 
whist at a club a few hours before the killing, 
the prosecutor continued:

“Think as badly of some of them as you may, 
do you think that these men, many of them men 
of high standing in the community—do you think

The foreman of the jury in this second trial 
spoke the words, “Not guilty,” but that was not 
all he said. He added, “because of insanity 

By this verdict, some thought, the jury freed 
Thaw. That is what the jury believed it had done 

But the vengeful State of New York used that 
verdict as an excuse to put him away in the New 
York State Hospital for the Criminal Insane at 
Matteawan. 

In commenting on this years . ENX-Gov. 
Horace Boies of Iowa, who had been admitted to 
the New York Bar in 1849, remarked 
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“We need not consider Thaw’'s indictment 
or trials, except to notice that where similar 
provocation existed, no severer verdict than 
manslaughter has ever been obtained, which 
carries with it a limited sentence. 

“Thaw has endured far greater suffering 
during years in a horrible madhouse, although 
under New York law he should not have been 
punished, for the Court of Appeals of that 
state held in his case that ‘there can be no 
punishment for him who has been acquitted’.” 


UT within the law or without the law, Court of 

Appeals or no Court of Appeals, Harry Thaw 
remained a prisoner. 

Prosecutor Jerome—and all the devious forces 
known and unknown, official and _ unofficial, 
which he represented+—had triumphed. Editor 
Arthur Brisbane’s prophecy, made in the New 
York Journal, had come true. 

Men known to be guilty of grave offenses had 
been protected and Thaw had been put away. It 
was not until Aug 17, 1913, that he again 
breathed the air of freedom. That was the 
day he escaped. 

Thaw fled from Matteawan after repeated 
legal efforts had failed. 

He did not sense it then, and perhaps not 
for many years, but there was to be no real 
release for him this side of the grave he now 
occupies in his native Pittsburgh. 

He had spent 19 months in Tombs prison. He 
had endured more than six years in the state 
asylum, where-—as he remarked later—he suf- 
fered more in any one week than in all the 
time he passed in the Tombs. 

Meanwhile he had lost not only his freedom 
but also the woman for whose honor and safety 
he had extinguished a life. 


N June, 1909, when Thaw tried to establish 
his sanity in a court hearing in White Plains, 
N. Y., Evelyn openly arrayed herself against him. 
Three years later, in the spring of 19]2, she 
contended that her two-year-old son, born in 
Germany, was Thaw’s child, asserting that she 
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had been allowed to visit him in Matteawan. 
Thaw’s reaction had been one of unequivocal 
denial. 


“Naturally, after her testimony against me 
in White Plains, even our business relations 
were strained and formal,” he said. “Much as 
I might welcome a son, I cannot claim this child's 
parentage.” 

As long as he lived, though he was to forgive 
Evelyn after the divorce in 1916, though he was 
to provide her with a residence in Atlantic City 
and a monthly income of $300 and though he was 
to leave her $10,000 in his will, he never would 
admit that Russell Thaw, as the mother called 
him, was his son. 

Thaw’s escape from the asylum, in a car that 
sometimes touched 80 miles an hour, made sen- 
sational headlines all over the world. Much of 
the excitement, it should be noted, grew out 
of the fact that, in the years since the shooting, 
the public’s picture of Thaw had become dis- 
torted beyond all identification with the truth. 

People reading about his flight immediately 
envisioned, not an ordinary, normal fellow human 
desperately fighting for his rights, but a homi- 
cidal maniac running amuck. Nobody saw him 
as a frantic solitary creature pursued and perse- 
cuted by members of his own species. 

He got into Canada, and he hoped there to 
continue his uphill struggle for vindication. But 
the Canadian authorities, pressed by Thaw’s Nem- 
esis, Jerome, hustled him back over the border, 
and he was quickly run down. 

Even so, he never went back to Matteawan. 

Ruled sane in New Hampshire, he was tried 
in New York and acquitted of conspiracy in 
connection with his escape. Then, in July, 1915, 
he was adjudged sane after a hearing before New 
York Supreme Court Justice Peter A. Hendrick. 

Now, one would suppose, he was really free. 
But this was an illusion. 

The pursuit, in one form or another, con- 
tinued. Many individuals kept alive the fictions 
about him, and schemers set traps for him,

continually as a wealth-bloated fool without judg- 
ment or restraint. or even adequate protection, 
he seemed to larcenously-inclined individuals the 
very epitome of a dupe. 


HIS was a phase of his life and charactér 

known only to a few-—-which he could never get 
away from. He could not do this because he 
would not abandon his impulse to help worthy 
persons, usually under-privileged youngsters. 

“He was victimized time and time again,” 
Dannenberg recalls, “but it never embittered him. 
He always Said that if out of the 20 to 40 letters 
he received every day, two or three proved to be 
legitimate, he didn’t much care What the others 
cost him. Usually he could pick out the worthy 
ones better than anyone around him.” 

He could pick them out, and apparently he 
never forgot those who had helped him or been 
friendly or were otherwise deserving. His will 
named more than 120 persons, of high and low 
degree--some for as much as $40,000, some for 
$25 

There were neighbors at Winchester and Bot 
ton, old friends in France and Germany, servants, 
the volunteer fire department, physicians, the Sal 
vation Army The rest of the estate was to go to 
his sister, Alice Thaw Whitney, and his nephew, 
Laurence Copley Thaw, in equal parts 

But he was not infallible. Some of the schem- 
ers were fiendishly clever: he could not see all 
the traps. That was why, eventually, Dannen 
berg was called in: to seek out the schemers and 
make harmless their well-laid snares. 

Meanwhile, in early 1917, after less than two 
years of freedom, there were fresh headlines: 

Thaw Accused %f Attacking Youth, 19. 

Thaw Again Ruled Insane. 

Thaw Committed to Asylum in Philadelphia. 

This time he remained a prisoner until April, 
1924, the 53d year of his life. 

Shortly afterward, on the advice of Dannen- 
berg, he quit his residence in New York and 
bought a country estate near Winchester, Va. 
There for many years he lived in retirement. 

“Nobody there could see anything wrong with 
him,” says Dannenberg. “The fact is, of course. 
that there wasn't anything wrong with him. He 
belonged to the most exclusive club in Winchester 
and played cards there with some of the leading 
citizens of Virginia. 

But the myth persisted, and to the public he 
was still “Mad Harry Thaw” when he died. 

As for Evelyn, he continued to cherish her 
memory as one cherishes the memory of a bride 
long since dead. 


F R him.though he saw her but once or twice 
in those fading after-years.-she was still the 
beautiful, unprotected child he had loved 
Investigator Dannenberg relates this story: 
Thaw, visiting Dannenberg’s office on W. 
Monroe St.. Chicago, noticed a wall calendar 
which featured the face of a very pretty girl.

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QUANDARIES

Director, The Psychological and 
Speech Clinic, State University of 
lowa, and Author of the Recent Book, 
“People in Quandaries.” 
Hik-RE seémed no obvious reason 
why Larry Graceland should 
come to my office and ask me 
to “take his case.” 

He was handsome, popular, presi- 
dent of his fraternity and from all 
outward appearances apparently des- 
tined for a successful career, whereas, 
in the Clinic, we deal with speech 
problems and personality quirks. 

Through the- comparatively new 
apnroach called’ general semantics, 
which, to put it simply, is the science 
and art of straight thinking, clear 
speaking and sane living, we help tin- 
people solve difficulties that 
threaten to make them misfits. 

Larry was in a panic as he told 
me that unless he could get control 
of himself his whole future would be 
ruined. He needed help because he 
couldn’t sit down ata table with other 
and eat. Every time he tried 
violently nauséated and 


secure 


people 
he became 
had to leave. 

I had Larry write his whole story, 
after telling it, so he could think it 
through more clearly. 

The trouble began 
earlier when he had been 
his girl’s .home for dinnér. Embar- 
rassment made his mouth dry, he 
gagged, choked and had to leave the 
table. 

Gradually he started telling him- 
self, over and over, how ill he was 
going to be before every dinner date. 
By exaggeration he literally made 
himself sick to the point where he 
couldn't join the boys for a drink. 

It is the tendency of maladjusted 
people to talk to themselves, predict- 
ing dire things that usually never hap- 
pen, and here is where general seman- 
tics, concerned with helping the indi- 
vidual make words correspond to 
facts, can. be a valuable aid. 

To help Larry counteract his fuzzy 
worrying I insisted that he _ think 
about such simple, factual things as 
the tie he would wear, the means of 
transportation he would use, and ex- 
actly what he would say to _ his 
hostess. 

It took him about three months to 
learn not to ask himself foolish, fear- 
ful questions or give foolish, fearful 
answers, 

Like Larry we all need clear and 
dependable replies to the questions 
we ask ourselves. They help us to 
foresee and prepare for the future, 
and so to behave intelligently 

But, as semantics emphasizes, we 
cannot get clear answers to vague 
questions. 

Am I a success? Am I popular? 
Have I sinned? Does he really love 
me? These are the general, meaning: 
less type of questions that people in 
quandaries ask themselves, and that 
is how they create their quandaries 
and why they cannot get out of them. 

What do vou mean by success? 
People have successes, one right after 
the other sometimes, and each may 
be in a relatively small thing. But 
no one in the world can rightly be 
labelled a success 

What do you mean by failure? 

Marie Miller came tO me because 
she thought she was going to be a 
failure, and she had her idea of fail 
ure pretty well defined. She wasn't 
roing to be able to make a speech be 
ore members of a graduat. seminar: 
a speech she had to make to get an 
advanced degree. 

The audience would laugh at her; 
she'd forget what to say; her husband 
would be ashamed of her; her family 
would be mortified and she wouldn't 
get her degree. Those thoughts actu- 
ally had kept her from sanely figur- 
ing out what she was going to say. 
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A sane application of semantics 
helped Marie first to know what she 
wanted to say, then to look slowly at 
each member of the audience—all of 
whom she knew-—before she started 
to talk. When she did start, she 
talked directly to one person. After 
all, it was the whole crowd she was 
scared of, and soon the job was as 
easy as conversation over the tea- 
cups. 

There are many people like the 
young school teacher who came to 
me tense and nervous and asking him. 
self, “Am I losing my mind?” I asked 
him precisely what he meant by the 
word “mind.” Could he define it well 
enough to Know whether or not he 
was losing it? He couldn't. 

All the teacher knew was that he 
was having slips of the tongue——fre 
quently saying “forbout agot” instead 
if “forgot about.” I had him keep 
track, for one week, of the tongue 
Slips he heard other people make. He 
came back with a sheepish grin and 
the knowledge that he had been ask 
meaningless question. 

Several girls have come to the 
Clinic all hunched over and looking 
awkward, if not completely unattrac- 
tive, saying, “Oh, what can I do? I'm 
too tall?” 

We simply ask them “Too tall for 
what?” What is just right so far as 
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height is concerned? When after a 
little thinking the girls straighten up 
they've made the biggest step in their 
adjustment. 

People not only harm themselves 
by their thoughtless and awkward 
uses of language, but they also tor- 
ture each other. 

Jane's life was all but ruined when 
she was a little girl and someone said, 
officially, that she was feeble-minded 
She was sent to an institution, and 
not until the time when she normally 
would have from high 
school was mental test. 
It was discovered that the girl had 
normal intelligence and now ifter 
being taught to think and behave like 
a normal girl, she is working steadily 
at a job. 

It was the official who 
Jane feeble-minded who didn't 
the meaning of words, but it 
Jane who paid the price 

The man who made the tragic 
diagnosis of Jane’s dilemma clearly 
had negiected to ask himself. “Just 
what do I mean by feeble-minded?” 

If you form the habit of using the 
question, “Just what do I mean?” as 
a check of your own statements 
especially those you make often and 
with thorough conviction——you doubt 
less will be amazed at its revolution.

don’t use this question as a check, 
you can have a lot of trouble and do 
a lot of harm. 

Take the case of 
Willie as an example.

The next day the 
father happened to meet the family 
doctor on the street and told him 
that Willie had begun to “stutte1 
Without asking the’ worried parent 
what he meant by stutter, the phy- 
sician told him to have Willie take a 
deep breath before speaking. 

Within two days Willie’s “deep 
breath’”had become a frantic gasping. 

The average child of Willie’s age 
repeats sounds, words, or phrases 45 
times per 1.000 words. That is pe! 
fectly norma! —a continuation of Ahe 
normal repeating of “da, da, da” that 
all babies do Willie’s father didn't 
know that. Hie thought “stutter” 
means “wh-wh-where.” Treating it as 
though it were stuttering the father 
made a normal! speech pattern turn 
info stuttering 

Semantics is a big subject and 
needs to be studied to be completely 
understood, but every one of you can 
apply the knowledge that a great deal 
of worry and maladjustment is little 
than a fruitless effort to an- 
meaningless questions.
